MISCELLANEOUS. 

THE House Committee on Post-offices 
will recommend a bill giving the Postmas- 
ter-General power to establish postal serv- 
ice wherever needed. 

THe fish merchants of Prince Ed- 
ward’s Island, are pushing their claims 
against the Dominion Government for dam- 
ages resulting from the fisheries treaty. 


AT the inquest on the victims of the 
Brinton disaster a verdict was rendered 
censuring the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany for not providing better safeguards 
to protect the snow-shovelers. 


THE Commissioner of the General 
Land Office, upon reports of special agents 
showing fraud in the entries, has held for 
cancelation three entries in California, 
thirty-six in Colorado, nine in Dakota, 
thirty-two in New Mexico, and one in Min- 
nesota. 

THE discussion of the Mississippi im- 
provement, Senator Plumb believes, will 
finally result in the building of levees, and 
if levees are built they can only be main- 
tained inone way, namely, traversing them 
by railroad. It is capable of demonstra- 
tion that a railroad can be built along the 
bank of the river, and he believed this 
method would prove the only practicable 
one for keeping the levees in repair. The 
railroad would at the same time greatly in- 
crease the transportation facilities of the 
Mississippi Valley. 

Ir has been decided by the Board of 
Directors of the Philadelphia Zoological 
Society not to accept the gift of $50,000 of- 
fered by Joseph E. Temple on the condi- 
tion that the garden be opened free to the 
public one day in each week. 

THE State University Regents of New 
York have refused a chartor to the United 
States College of Medicine and Surgery in 
New York City. 

Tue people of France and Germany 
are taking the alarm over the threatened 
reprisal legislation in the United States in 
retaliation for the prohibitory policy of 
their respective governments in regard to 
American hog products. 

At Montreal, Can., the preparations 
for the Winter Carnival are progressing on 
a scale of magnificence eclipsing all former 
efforts in that direction. 

At Canton the Chinese are vigorously 
preparing for war. 

THE seamen and stokers’ strike at 
Marseilles, France, is apparently spread- 
ing. 

GOVERNMENT Officials seized two tugs 
in San Francisco on the 12th for smuggling 
brandy. 

In Texas stockmen’s profits on the 
free range are estimated at $10,000,000 a 
year. 

In Southern China Catholic mission- 
aries have recently been grievously mal- 
treated. 

Ir is said that Brooklyn, N. Y., is 
figuring on a further increase of 20,000,000 
gallons in her daily water supply. 

In Dakota the people seem very much 
in earnest about having the Sioux reservae 
tion opened, 





New YorKERs are discussing the ad- 
visability of the passage of an ordinance to 
limit the height of buildings. 

On the 18th Minnie Hauck’s concert 
company was snowed in near Dunkirk, N. 
Y., the train being buried in the drift sev- 
en hours. 

Tue charge of monopolizing the Con- 
0 trade is repelled by Portugal, who as- 
serts that it is free to all the world. 

On the 13th a large meeting of unem- 
ployed people was heldin Paris. Svume 
violent means were proposed. 

On the 13th funeral services were 
held over the unidentified remains of :nine 
victims of the Belleville (Ill.) ‘convent dis- 
aster. 

In the case of the victims of the Belle- 
ville (Ill.) convent fire the Coroner’s jury 
rendered a verdict in accordance with the 
general facts of the disaster, laying stress, 
bowever, upon the inadequate means af- 
forded for escape froin the building and the 
fact that no watchman was employed, and 
condemn the practice of rooming students 
in third-story dormitories. They say also 
that the firemen did all they could with the 
means at hand. 

Ir is reported that the Egyptians have 
made arrangements with the hostile tribes 
on the Berber route whereby the with- 
drawal of Egyptian troops from Khartoum 
will be greatly facilitated. 

THE Ohio Railroad Commission, in its 
annual report, shows that the earnings, 
traffic and profits of the railroads of that 
State are just about an average for the 
whole country. 

Ir is recommended by the Greely 
board that the relief expedition be fitted 
out exclusively by the Navy Department. 
General Hazen is not to be allowed even to 
send along a representative. 

Rerorts of rich deposits of gold and 
silver continue to come from the Isthmus 
of Darien and the regions of Colombia fur- 
ther south. 

DurinG 1883 no passenger lost his 
lifeon a Massachusetts railroad through 
fault of the companies. Several were killed 
through their own carelessness. 


FivE nuns and four priests are held 
captive by El Mahdi, who demands £2,000 
ransom for them. The Austrian Consul at 
Cairo is asking the merchants to subscribe 
the amount. 

On the night of the 12th the Boston 
foreign exhibition, opened since September 
5, closed. It bas been a failure financially, 
the deficit being estimated at $50,000. The 
exhibits were turned over to two customs 
officers, who now have charge of the build- 
ing. 

Ir is reported that a stringent anti- 
Chinese law is to be introduced into the 
British Columbian Parliament, which will 
declare it unlawful for Chinese to enter 
British Columbia and impose an annual 
tax, to be fixed by the House, on Chinese 
over fourteen years old. 

AccoRDING to the tenth census, the 
total amount of capital invested in business 
throughout the country is estimated at $s,- 
177,505,882, or 18.5 per cent. of the estimated 
wealth of the United States. This amount 
is represeted by 703,328 firms, or an average 
of $11,600 to each firm.

TuE trial of Wolf and Bondurand for 
unlawful use of explosives begun at Lon- 
don, Eng., on the 14th. 

SeENoR Romero, Mexican Minister, 
paid into the Treasury onthe 4th an instal- 
ment of the indemnity due the United States 
from Mexico. 

Tue Canada Southern Division of the 
Michigan Central Railroad is to be double- 
tracked througbout the coming summer. 

A CHINESE Vessel is reported to have 
gone ashore on the Hie Shan Islands, and 
of 209 persons on board only five have been 
heard from. 

THE steamship Celtic, of the White 
Star line, reached Queenstown on the l4th, 
having been twenty-nine days on the pas- 
sage. She broke her shaft two days ont. 

CHARLES DELMONICO, of New York, 
who had been missing for several days, 
was found dead in Orange Mountain, near 
General McCiellan’s home, on the 14th. He 
had died of exposure. 

In New York a warehouse burned on 
the 14th with $175,000 worth of bagging he- 
longing to L. Waterbury & Co. Other 
damages aggregate $200,000. 

Pete McCLEeLLAN has been super- 
seded as Professor of Physical Culture at 
Cornell because he was so indiscreet as 
to accept a challenge to fight in the prize 
ring. 





SOUTHERN GLEANINGS. 


The city of Richmond’s (Va.) exhibit 
at the World’s Exposition at New Orleans 
is npw assured. A large number of manu- 
facturers, embracing every industry, have 
applied, through Commissioner-General 
Morehead, for 10,000 square feet of space, 
which may be enlarged to 20,000. This 
space will be taken in one body and be 
known as the City of Richmond exhibit. 

Burglars have been doing their work 
in tern portions of Oktibbeha County,

by breaking into stores, etc. At Chester 
the safe in which the Sheriff keeps his 
funds was blown open, but’ fortunately 
they obtained but little money, the Sheriff 
having settled with the Treasurer a few 
days before.

Tue Texas Land Board recently sold 
225,000 acres at +2 per acre, and leased 177,- 
000 acres for a term of years. Bids yet to 
be opened cover about 500,000 acres. 

The temper of the Texas Legislators 
just assembled at Austin seems to favor 
the enactment of rigorous laws against 
fence-cutters; but there is a great diversity 
of opinion as to how the end is to be 
reached. The cattle men are on the ground 
in force to represent their interests. 

Two persons were poisoned recently 
in Texarkan«, Tex., by eating wild turkey. 

Miss Florence Howard, a young lady 
well known in the society of Galveston, 
Iex., died suddenly a few days ago, sup- 
posedly from heart disease. 

Mrs. Lucretia Patterson, wife of ex- 
Senator Patterson, of South Carolina, 
died in Washington a few days since. 

Dr. William M. Turner, for many 
years Superintendent of the Charity Hos- 
pital at Shreveport, La., died a few days 


ago. 

Mrs. W. P. Anderson, of Dallas, Tex., 
was so seriously burned a few days ago in 
lighting a fire with coal-oil that she died 
from the effects. 

Cornelius Ryan, shot by Wm. Haus- 
burg at Jackson, Miss., died a few days 
ago. A Coronor’s Jury decided the shoot- 
ing justifiable. 

Captain B. F. Dent, well known on 
the Mississippi, and lately in command of 
the steamer DeSmet, died at Vicksburg, re- 
cently. 

General Hancock visited Galveston, 
Tex., recently and reviewed the troops 
there. 

A bill has been introduced in the Tex- 
as Legislature calling for the removal of 
all gates and obstructions across roads. 

A Georgia statistician has discovered 
that the annual average of babies born in 
that State is 58,930, or 1612s per day, in- 
cluding Sundays. ;

Thirty-six square miles of school lands 
lying in one body are advertised for sale in 
Clay and Archer Counties, Tex. They are 
at present inclosed by the Wichita Land 
and Cattle Company. 

Ed Atchison, inearcerated for stab- 
bing Sidney Ruckman, was taken from the 
Monroe (Va.) jail by a mob a few nights 
ago and hanged. The body was then rid- 
dled with bullets. 

Wesley Posey, negro rapist, sentenced 
to be hanged at Birmingham, Ala., on the 
lith, bas been respited for thirty days. 

Edwards’ Opera-house at Selma, Ala., 
burned a few nights ago. Loss, $14,000; in- 
surance, $5,000. Two firemen were injured 
by falling walls. 

In Gordon County, Ga., recently, at 
a social party, John Heath was on the floor 
awaiting to commence a quadrille. He sud- 
denly reeled and fell to the floor, and in- 
stantly expired. 

Henry Hunter, of Oglethorpe, Ga., 
had ach ld burned to death a few daysago. 
The mother went on a visit, and left sev- 
eral small children in the house around 
the fire. When she returned she found 
—_ burned so badly that all its skin peeled 
off. 

A State Convention of stock men was 
held last week in Austin, Tex., at which 
representatives of all the stock-raising sec- 
tions were present and their interests thor- 
oughly discussed. The officers of the Con- 
vention were: Hon. J. D. Sayers, of Bas- 
trop, President; John M. Simnson, of Dal- 
las, first Vice-President; W.F. North, of 
Austin, second ‘Vice-President; Seth Ma- 
bry, of Kansas City, third Vice-President; 
Colonel Milt Lambert and D. C. Bentley, 
Secretaries; Doc Day, of Austin, Treasurer; 
W. H. Crane, Sergeant-at-Arms. Execu- 
tive Committee, Doc Day, Austin, Chair- 
man; A. M. Britton, Tarrant County; J. 
M. Mathis, Victoria County; W. F. Lewis, 
Mitchell County; E. D. Lott, Goliad; H. B.

A MANIA FOR MURDER. 


A Washington Negro Boy who Undertakes 
Wholesale Poisoning of Human Beings 
and Cattle. He Confesses Having Killed 
his Mother and Aunt, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 9, 

A depraved and vicious-looking colored 
boy named Alphonso Kell, fifteen years 
old, was in Judge Snell’s court this morn- 
ing for committing a series of atrocious 
deeds. He lives with an uncle, arespecta- 
ble colored man, who testified that about 
the 20th of last month the boy bought a box 
of “Rough on Rats” and a quantity of ar- 
senic. When he went home he put the con- 
tents in three quarts of milk with the in- 
tention of poisoning the family, but failed 
in the attempt. Next day he renewed the 
attempt, putting the poison in a bucket of 
water. Benjamin’s eight children drank 
from the: bucket and were taken with 
pains in the stomach, but all recov- 
ered. He also gave arsenic to cattle, 
which made them sick and killed one 
pig. He sprinkled arsenic on Mrs. Benja- 
min’s bread. She, however, discovered it 
and threw the bread away. He also at- 
tempted to set fire to the barn, but the corn 
shucks burned so slowly he thought he 
would be detected aad put out 
the fire. Just before Ciristmas he endeav- 
ored to cut one of the children’s throat 
while asleep, but she woke up just as he 
had his hand raised to cut her. He built a 
fire, called his aunt out to see it and then 
threw a handful of cartridges into the fire 
and ran away, hoping she would be killed 
by the explosion. 

The boy stated that while living in Balti- 
more he poisoned his mother and aunt, who 
died from the effects, and one time attempt- 
ed to set his mother’s house on fire, He 
also said that while in Baltimore he used 
to poison persons and cattle for spite. He 
will be examined as to his mental condi- 
tion.

THROUGH LACK OF CAUTION. 








A Gang of Twenty-five Men Working in a 
Railroad Cut Run Into by a Train—Three 
Killed and Several Injured. 

PITTSBURGH, PA., Jan. 9. 
Brinton Station, on the Pennsylvania 

Railroad, eight miles east of here, was the 

scene this evening of a terrible accident, 

which resulted in the instant killing of two 
men and the severe injuring of tive others, 

one of whom has since died. All day a 

large force of men had been employed on 

the Pittsburgh Division of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad cleaning the snow from the 
track. Atacut just east of Brinton some 
fifteen or twenty men were engaged this 
evening about seven o’clock, when the 
Walls accommodation suddenly rounded 
the bend at Brinton, and before all the men 
could get out of the cut they were run 
down. The train was stopped as quickly 
as possible and backed to the scene of the 
accident, when a terrible sight met the 


gaze of the passengers and train men. The 
dead and dying were scattered along the 
track for fifty yards. The bodies of two 
men were found badly mangled and life 
extinct. Five others were badly injured, 
and one has since died in the hospital. The 
names of the killed, with the exception of 
Jacob Heidelburger, aged 28, are not known, 
as the men were only engaged to-day, and 
were not even known to their fellow work- 
men. 

The names of the injured are Frank Co!- 
lia, aged 27, single; back hurt dangerously 
Herman Sands, aged 30, single; right leg 


roken. 
T. Chilli, aged 28, married; dangerous 
scalp wound; left knee and arm fractured. 

John Fisher, aged 30, single; right knee 
fractured. 

After the accident the men crawled out 
of the snow in alldirections. The accident 
was caused by the failure of the men to 
have a lookout to warn them of the ap- 
hse of trains, and as it was dark and a 
ocomotive standing near by with steam 
escaping, it was impossible to see or hear 
atrain-coming. It is known that twenty- 
five men were working in the cut when the 
accident occurred, and all have been ac- 
counted for. 


WHOLESALE POISONING. 


Seven Out of a Family of Nine Person: 
Poisoned—Three Dead and the Others 
Not Expected to Live—A Neighbor Sus- 
pected of Having Placed the Poison in 
the Water Bucket. 

DALLAS, TEX., Jan. 9. 
The details of a horrible crime come from 

the neighboring county of Kaufman. A 

poor, but honest and respectable, family 

named Byrd have resided several years 
past near Kaufman, renters of the farm of 

Dr. Bennett. Last Thursday night one after 

another of the family, beginning with the 

father, was attacked with a violent spasm- 
like sickness until seven out of the nine 
members were prostrated at the point of 
death. Medical aid was summoned. Ev- 
ery symptom indicated poisoning, and the 
treatment was for that specific kind of 
sickness, emetics and otaer antidotes being 
administered, but to no saving purpose. 
By Sunday evening last the father and two 
of his little daughters were corpses, and 
four other members of the family were not 
expected to live through the night. The 
theory of the poisoning is that whateves 
article was used was putin the family wa 








ter-bucket about Thursday evening 
as investigation established the fact 
that every one of the sick had 
drunk from the bucket, while the 


two who were not stricken had not tasted of 
the water. Who the poisoner is has not 

been thoroughly established, but a farmer. 

name not learned, is strongly suspected. 

The reasons for suspecting him are that a 
few weeks ago one of the Byrd boys wore a- 
suit of clothes of the accused without his 
consent to attend acircus at Dallas.

LOST IN SIGHT OF HELP. 


A Wreck on the New Jersey Coast—Futile 
Efforts of the Life-Saving Crew to Res- 
cue the Sailors —Five Bodies Washed 
Ashore, 





BEACH HAVEN, N. J., Jan. 11. | 

The barkentine Elmira, from Salmanco, 
England, struck on Long Beach nearly op- 
posite Life-Saving Station No. 21, about a 
mile east of this place,on Tuesday evening 
about seven p. m. She was soon discovered 
by the Life-Saving patrolmen and they 
notified. the crew of the Life-Saving Sta- 
tion. After several fruitless attempts lines 
were shot over the Elmira’s bow. The wind 
was blowing a gale and the rain fell in tor- 
rents, making the work of the men both on 
shipboard and on shore especially difficult, 
and impeding the movement of the line. 
The rope, however, was finally pulled up 
by the barkentine’s crew and the usual 
questions shouted from the craft to land if 
all was right and taut, and if it was safe 
to hang the life-car. While the work of ad- 
justing the car was in progress, delayed by 
the ice-covered rope, the Elmira swung 
around side to the sea, slipping the rope aft 
and throwing it out of position. Those on 
the shore could hear the shouts of the sail- 
ors and the dash of the breakers on the 
hull. Steadily the Life-Saving men worked 
to adjust the car, when suddenly a great 
wave struck the barkentine and swept 
over her, carrying everything with it. 
When the spray cleared as the mammoth 
wave receded it was evident that those on 
board had been washed into the ocean. It 
required but a few minutes then for the sea 
to break the vessel in pieces, which were 
strewn along the beach and carried over it 
to the bay, a body of water some fifteen 
miles in length and seven in width. Noth- 
ing could be done further by the men on 
the beach. They watched the timbers as 
they were dashed on the sands and swept 
away again. Every fragment was exam- 
ined in the hope that some of the crew 
could be found clinging to the wreckage, 
but without avail. 

After the bigh tide had subsided and the 
dawn of morning aided, the search con- 
tinued and examination was made, but 
nothing cvuld be found to show that there 
had been any life on board. Save a wom- 
an’s dress and a Bible, everything had 
been swept out to sea or over the beach in- 
to the bay, excepting some debris lodged 
among the hills. The icein the bay pre- 
vented any messenger from reaching the 
main land and the nearest point to a tele- 
graph office. To-day five bodies were 
washed on the beach, evidently those of 
the ill-fated Elmira’s crew. Threeof those 
bodies came ashore near Life-Saving Sta- 
tion, No. 20, one near Station No. 18, and 
one near Station No. 19. 
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PROHIBITION OF AMERICAN PORK. 


French Economists Alarmed Over the Pro- 
posed Reprisals. 
Paris, Jan. 11. 
Regarding the retaliation proposed in 
Washington against the prohibited im- 
portation by France and Germany of 
American pork, La France publishes a 
most sensible and forcicle leader, written 
by the distinguished economist, M. Simon- 
in, protesting against the present policy of 
prohibition, and clearly demonstrating 
that France will be the greatest sufferer. 
M. Simonin writes: “The bill of M. Bert is 
a most absurd and most dangerous meas- 
ure. The official returns show that the 
value of the imports of pork fell in the last 
year from 50,000,000 francs to 150,000 francs, 
subjecting the ports of Havre, Bordeaux 
and Marseilles to a loss of at least that 
amount of trade, and depriving the poorer 
classes of cheap and nourishing food. The 
members of commerce throughout #rance, 
the Academy of Medicine and the Council 
of Public Health have protested in vain 
against the action of the Government 
The war against American pork was begun 
and continued in the interest of a ring of 
rotectionists, pork-packers and raisers at 
Nantes, who want to monopolize the ham 
market themselves. Now, it is high time 
the French. people should open their eyes 
to tue danger which is now menaced by 
American reprisals. The reports of the 
American Consuls to their Government, 
have directed attention to the alleged adul- 
teration of French wines. Theanalysis of 
the munipal laboratories of Parislend color 
to this charge, and perhaps give cause for 
the action of the American Congress. If 
the United States restrict or prohibit the 
importation of French wines another 
enormous loss will be inflicted on French 
commerce, and this at the very moment 
when our economic disturbance and dimin- 
ishing exports are the greatest. In the 
event of such prohibition 37,500,000 francs 
will be lost, thus making a total of nearly 
100,000,000 francs, and thas pa ing dearly 
for this protection of a few pork-packers of 
Nantes.” 2

Ina lecture on the anti-slavery move. 
ment in Lynn, Mass., last week, Mr. M. 
Buffum related the following: 

‘About this time the mob was after Fred 
Douglass, and1told him he was not safe 
in New England, and on the 16th of Au- 
gust, 1845, Mr, Donglass and myself sailed 
in the steamship Cambia for England. The 
captain would not allow Mr. Douglass in 
the firs! cabin, so we were obliged to take 
the after cabin. When the Irish coast was 
reached the captain gave the first cabin 
passengers ® complimentary dinner. After 
the diuner was over Capt. Judkins came to 
me and said some of the passengers desired 
to hear Donglass speak. Mr. Doaglass 
complied, and soon as he began to speak 
there was great excitement and cries to 
‘Kill bim.’ ‘Throw him overboard,’ and 
otber threats were made. The crowd be- 
came so boisterous that Capt. Judkins came 
on deck and said that Douglass must stop, 
as he (the captain) wanted to speak. The 
captain said that ho had made it pleasant 
for the passengers all the way over, and 
that some of the passengers wauted te hear 
Douglass speak, and he should speak; then 
said ihe captain, ‘Give it te them, Douglass 
like bricks.’ After listening a few min- 
utes a little man from Connecticutt spoke 
up and said that be would be one of six to 
throw Douglass overboard.

HOME AND FARM, 


—Give the fowls coal ashes or sand 
to dust in ifthe ground isfrozen. If 
not, spade it up occasionally.—N. Y.

—House plants need fresh air as often 
as it can be given them dpring the win- 
ter. The windows may be opened on 
pleasant days, but the air should not 
be permitted to strike the plants 
directly unless the day is very warm.— 
The Household. 

—Parsnips, salsify and horse radish 
are not injured by hard freezing. All 
others must be stored for the winter, 
and a sufficient supply of the hardy 
kinds should also be taken up. If the 
cellar is not too warm a supply for 
present use may le kept in boxes or 
barrels and covered with earth to pre- 
vent shrivelling.—Amer.can Agricultur- 
tot. 

—A Michigan farmer who had long 
been troubled by a cat-hole swamp on 
his land, which he could not easily 
drain. relieved the excess of moisture by 
sinkinga shaft down toa gravel bed, 
into which the surface water soaks 
away.

Beware of the Barberry. 

I let pass as true all that has been 
elaimed tor the barberry as a hedge 
plant. But, as biologists have long 
shown, this mischfevous shrub has one 
disadvantage which would counterbal- 
anc? its alleged mevits though they were 
increasea a hundredtold. By the time 
its leaves are well formed there begin 
to appear upon them swellings and 
whitish blotches abont the size of a pin- 
head, which soon develop into minute 
cups full of a bright yellow powder. 
This stage of the pest is known as the 
cluster-cup or ecidium stage, and this 
yellow powder consists of an almost in- 
finite number of minute cells, the spores, 
These spores, light as dust, are wafted 
by the wind to the wheat, oats and 
sometimes other grasses, lodging upon 
which they germinate and soon produce 
the elongated lines of reddish-orange 
spores tov familiar to farmers as the 
“red rust’’—puecinia gram nis. 

Though but a few spores from the 
barberry reach the whe t tield, the ‘red 
rust’ developed from them spreads with 
enormous rapidity by means of the d's- 
persion and growth ot the orange-col- 
ored spores, multiplying so rapidly that 
the wheat plants always have their vi- 
tality great'y impaired, and are fre- 
quently destroyed before reaching ma- 
turity. Inthe late summer, the stubble 
of a tield which has Leen attacked by 
rust will be found to have many 

elongated lines of black spores upon it. 
These two-celled spores re main on the 
stubble unharmed by the winter’s snow 
and ice, geyminate early in spring, 
sending out from each cell a branched 
filament, each branch of which ends in 
a minute enlargement (called a sporid- 
ium). These sporidia, excessively 
small and light, are easily broken oif 
and transported by the wind in any 
direction. When they lodge upon the 
proper plant, which in this case 1s the 
barberry, they pre duce again the stage 
wth which the cycle started, the cluster- 
cup. 

The moral is obvious. 
ornaments his yard with  barberry 
bushes, or hedges his fields with them, 
is providing one of the two ne dful 
plants for the propagation of ‘rust,’ 

and he need not be astonished if, during 
@ suitable summer, his promising field 
of wheat or oats is almost ruined. But 
he is not only laying up rust for himself 
against the day of harvest, but he forces 
the same destruction upon his helpless 

neighbors for miles around. We can 
not control the wind norcan we prevent 
the barberry spores from germinating 
on the wheat, but we can cease (or not 
begin) furnishing an appropriate host 
for the rust fungus. To be sure, wheat 
rust is propagated from year to year by 
spores which may aghere to the grains, 
but there is an easy preventive for such 
dissemination by soaking the grain in a 
solution of blue vitriol. It is “certainly 
to be hoped that no one will be so ‘fool- 
ish for himself and so inconsiderate of 
his neighbors as to plant barberry
